M. Kennedy (D-Mass.), chair- 
, nian of the subcommittee on 
administrative practices, Hoo- 
I ver declined to eteborate on 
I the case. 

"Nevertheless. I feel com- 
pelled to state that in my opin- 
ion a full development of the 
facts will establish that Mr. 

Shaw's .allegations are without ^ 

foundation," Hoover wrote. 
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
